EDITORIAL. 
A Sabbath for California. 


The voice of the business and laboring popu- 
lation of California is almost unanimous in 
favor of a decided, judicious Sabbath law, pro- 


hibiting usual business avocations and disturb- | de 


ing amusements for one day in the seven. 
They ask it not as a religious ordinance—with 
such the State has nothing to do—but as u 
natural right, esseutial to their highest welfare, 
intellectual, moral, social and even pecuniary. 
They feel that their real happiness depends 

upon it, and that the want of it for the 

t eight years in this State has had a sadden- 
ing, depressing, destroying influence upon the 
individual and upon the community. 

Practically in California, it has been toil, 
toil, toil, without relaxation, under what men 
have called a necessity, a compulsion, a “can- 
not-help it.” Give us a Sabbath law, say they, 
and we will hail it with pleasure. With de- 
light we will shut up our shops, close our stores, 
cease our daily work and have a little rest, a 
relaxation from incessant draught upon mind 
and body. But now, say they, we cannot do 
it, for such are the circumstances of California 
that, to cease from our toilson the Sabbath 
without requiring this also of the few who will 
not do it, would prove our ruin. If we were 
considering the subject on religious ground we 
would say to such yet still do it. But as the 
State has nothing to do with religion, as such, 
and as we are examining the subject only in a 
natural light, we con that to a great ex- 
tent this declaration of business men seems to 
be true ; often, though not always, it would be 
disastrous, for the individual to observe a 
strict Sabbath without a law requiring the 
same of all. From this fact arises the need of 
a law for a Sabbath. 

Next to a settlement of our land titles there 
is nothing more needed in our State than such 
a Sabbath law as the laboring and business 
classes of our population demand. That “the 
Sabbath was made for man,” is a principle of 
nature, and it is as really necded by bim as is 
food. Not in the same way, but as really 
needed to meet wants of body, mind and heart. 
A day of rest promotes health, it refreshens 
and reinvigorates the exhausted mind, it re- 
lieves the worn or saddened heart. On this 
ground the people ask a Sabbath law, and not 
as the swearing scoffer asserts, to encroach upon 
any man's conscience, nor to favor any one re- 
ligion. 

N ature forbids murder, and religion forbids 
murder : not because of religion, but because 
of nature, the State by law, forbids murder. 
Nature teaches the right of parents to their 
children, religion teaches the same, and the 
State, not because of religion, but because of 
nature, recognizes this right by law. Nature 


. teaches marriage and forbids polygamy, re- 


ligion also points out marriage as a religious 
institution specifying its duties and privileges, 
and the State not because of religion, but be- 
cause of nature, defines and regulates marriage 
and enforces obedience to the natural laws of 
marriage. S0, also, nature teaches the need of 
a Sabbath,a recurring day of rest, free from 
the noise and confusion -of common business. 
Religion asserts the same, and the State, not 
because of religion, but of nature, ought by 
law to give the people the Sabbath, which was 
made for man. It would infringe upon no 
man’s religion or conscience, and, indeed, no 
matter if it did, provided that it was clearly 


and if men deprive their fellows of it, it is right 
by law to compel them to cease their distur- 
bance, though the disturbers may say their re- 
ligion requires of them to do as they do and 
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that the law is infringing on their conscience. 
Men have no right to have a religion or a con 
science that will take from others their natural 
rights ; and the State has no right to ize 
such religion or conscience. The State is to 
attend to the natural good, welfare, and rights 
of men, and let religion take care of itself. 
Now, from nature the laboring and business 
men of our State, and all classes of good men, 
feel the need of a day of quiet and rest one in 
seven, hence the State by law ought to give it 
to them, one day for all, without a difference. 
Then, if some in a quiet way improve this 
rest in a religious manoer, all right; this is 
their own matter, lying between themselves and 
God. If another improves it in the quiet stud 
of science, arts, history, again as to law, all 
right, they are only to answer to God alone in 
a religious point of view, for their spending of 
the day. If some choose to withdraw to the 
fields and pass the day in quiet amusements, 
which disturb not others, it is their right so 
far as man is concerned, so to observe the day 
of cessation from labor and ordinary avocations. 
If besides the natural, legal Sabbath a man’s 
conscience requires him to keep a second Sab- 
bath during the week, all right, let him obey 
his conscience and keep a second; but in re- 
quiring by law for the sake of the general and 
individual good, that he observe in quiet the 
first Sabbath, the law tramples upon no right. 
We go farther, and specify that if the law re- 
quires a Sabbath upon Wednesday, or Friday, 
or Saturday, it is right, if from nature there 
be good reasons for sclecting such a day, and 
the Christian may keep his Sabbath besides ; 
but as the State ought to have reasons for the 
day it selects, and as almost the whole mass 
who lo k upon the Sabbath as of importance 
in a religious point of view, do regard the first 
day of the week as the day for that purpose, 
the State by selecting this day will accommo. 
date and benefit an immense majority, while all 
natural ends will also be secured, which would 
be possible to be secured by selecting any other 
day ; therefore the State ought to select this 
day of the week for the day of rest and quiet. 
Man needs this Sabbath as really as food. He 
who steals away our food is a thief, and the 
law punishes him; and he who robs us of a 
Sabbath does us a real wrong, and needs to be 
dealt with for the wrong. We need a Sabbatn. 
All through the mountains the people want it 
—ask for it—urge it. Let our legislators give 
it to us. There is no rest on this question un- 
til it is settled in accordaace with the lar

After making every al- 
lowance for the few “exceptions” in the char- 
acter of stage actors (and the admirers of the 
stage claim them to be only “exceptions,” if 
a man is known by the company he kee 
what must we think of these, our executive 
and legislative officers? I allude to this matter 
now, as new Officers and legislators are about 
to be chosen. The majority of stage actors I 
believe to be persons of disreputable and doubt- 
ful character. Although they may appear to 
maintain a fair and honorable standing in so- 
ciety, they are really but as “whitened sepul- 
chres.” The majority characterize the profes- 
sion! Now, if this is the character of the 
stage actors of the present day, what honor 
can we attach to their supporters, and those 
who affiliate themselves with them, and as in 
one of these cards sabscribe themselves their 
“friends?” These dignitaries (?) do not only 
associate as friends“ with these characters, 
but also degrade the position they occupy by 
prefixing, or allowing to be prefixed, the title 
of “Honorable” to their names. For instance: 
“Hon S. A. Merritt,” “Hon. W. I. Ferguson,” 
&c. This reminds me of a certain worthy 
who resides in a certain city of this State, who 
wrote letters of commendation about himself 
while “up country,” and then returned home 
and had his friends copy them and carry them 
to city journals for publication. I intended to 
have spoken of this matter ere this, but de- 
ferred it, wishing to obtain a report of the do- 
ings of the last Legislature, aud from it see 
what these “friends” did. Many of them are 
those who, pending the discussion of the Sab- 
bath Bill, voted to strike out from it its main 
features, such as those prohibitiog circusses 
and theatres from performing on the Sabbath, 
and thus “killed” it. Citizens of California, 
who love morality and a decent respect for the 
institutions of heaven, beware for whom your 
votes are cast at the coming election. 

The political excitement which prevailed 
previous to, and at the time of the Democratic 
and Republican Conventions has subsided, and 
one would scarcely imagine from the quietness 
of our city in this respect, that a gubernatorial 
election is so near at hand. Last Saturday 
evening, the Hon. Edward Stanly, Rep. Can- 
didate for Governor, addressed a quiet and

The Mail Contract. 

Unpon the reception of the news that the 
government had, as was believed, decided upon 
the contract for carrying an overland semi 
weekly mail to California, considerable plea- 
sure was at first experienced that the govern- 
ment had finally concluded to do anything for 
California. But this little pleasure has given 
way to intense dissatisfaction, as knowledge 
has been diffused concerning the route selected. 
This award, coming after long neglect, seems 
to add insult to injury. The people of this 
State asked bread and they have received a 
stone. ihat very little early benefit can be 
derived from this road, is clear; and it is im- 
portant chiefly as bearing upon the question of 
the location of a rail road, if we ever get one. 
Poor California! The sport of sectional inter- 
ests from the day she applied for admission 
into the Union! The general government pro- 
fits us little, even bringing giſts dona ferens. 

The New York Times says: The report made 
by Captain Whipple, of the Army, and which 
will soon be published, shows that, instead of 
the Texas and El Paso route being the shortest 
by 230 miles, as reported by Secretary Davis, 
it is, in fact, 116 miles longer than the middle 
route, for which St. Louis would be the natar- 

Eastern terminus. Wuunp e's survey is by 
far the most careful and accurate yet made of 
the central route, and its ed results are 
entirely reliable. His route is almost free from 
arid desert, contains abundant water, grass 
stone and timber, and is therefore, one upon 
which healthy settlements may be expected to 
spring into life, and over which emigration will 
naturally and advantageously find its way. It 
is free, also from obstruction by snow, at all 
seasons ; its climate is represented to be salu- 
brious in the highest degree, and a railroad 
over it would require no grades so heavy as 
some which the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
use withou difficulty. 

The other route is the reverse of all this. 
The Town Talk, of this city , says: 

“Twelve hundred miles of the route selected 
by the Post Office Department have been re- 
ported by com t military surveyors as 
desert and sterile territory. The Liano Esto- 
cado of Texas, over which it passes, is a barren 
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strip of country for seven hundred and eighty 
miles of the mail line. And when the worn-out 
trains on this route near the borders of Cali- 
fornia, the Colorado desert spreads out its fa- 
tal expanse before them, which must be passed 
ere they can reach the southern portion of our 
State; whence, as nine tenths of the immi- 
grants are bound to the North, a weary pilgri- 
mage is still before them.” 


And the Texan plateau referred to is descri- 
bed as of high altitude, and a region of storms’ 
terrible for man and beast. 


Interpreters of the Constitution. 


The following article was published some 
months since in the New York Examiner. We 
publish it at this time in consequence of the 
interest drawn to the subject of Judicial decis- 
ions by the recent judgment pronounced by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the 
Dred Scott case. The article forcibly exbibits 
the right and duty of private judgment in all 
such cases: 


Reverence for law is as truly a characteristic 
of Americans, as is the love of liberty. We 
have the one element from the Roman, the other 
from the Gothic side, and the fusion is raised 
toahigber grade by the added element of 
Christianity. Trained to self-government, our 
people, as in Vermont, Caliſoruia, and Kansas, 
organize themselves into republican States by 
the force of a common and irresistible impulse, 
and then bow with respectful submission to the 
authority which they have created. Constita- 
tions, especially the recognized fundamental 
law, binding alike upon the executive, the ju- 
diciary, the legislature, and the people—are 
here, by a sentiment not lessstrong than pecu- 
liar to the Americans, to be sacred and inviola- 
ble. In so uniting liberty and law, we have 
the basis of the social and political welfare, 
our national strength and NEN No 
greater calamity could beiall us, than the dying 
out of these sentiments. 

The existence of constitutions necessitates 
interpreters, and these are provided for in the 
constitutions themselves. These interpreters 
are found in the judiciary, and judicial decis- 
ions upon the Constitution share the reverence 
which is given to the Constitution itself. It is 
a significant illustration of our national char- 
acter, that such{decisions quell at once the mos: 
earnest controversy, and command a sincere, 
practical acquiescence. 

The question arises, however, whether this 
habit ot acquiescence cadnot be carried too far. 
The duty of acquiescence, while the decisions 
stand, cannot be doubted. But should not the 
decisions be reviewed before the broader and 
higher tribunal of the people? Is it not their 
right and their duty, to be themselves ulti- 
mately the interpreters of the Constitution! 

In the first place, our theory of government 
supposes the people to be competent interpre- 
ters. A Constitution is a plain document pre 
scribing rights and duties, and should be, and 
ordinarily is,as free from technical terms as 
penile. It goes into effect only as adopted 

the people on their intelligent consideration 
ofits merits. Ifthey are not competent to 
understand its meaning, it is an insult to them 
to propose it for their suffrages. Undoubted- 
ly, as matter of fact, it is beyond the intelli- 
gence of many, but the average intellect and 
cultivation of the people is equal, and more than 
equal, to the duty which they Le The 
Constitution adopted, is not adopted in an y 
recondite or reserved sense of its framers, but 
in the open, palpable sense in which the people 
understand it. Surely, then, they are as com- 
petent interpreters at any subsequent time, as 
they were originally, and their deliberate inter- 
pretations are justly of superior consideration 
to those of any temporary functionary. 

In the second pluce, the peopleuciaim this 
right of interpretation, by holding 30 es them · 
sel ves to a strict responsibility. Judges, like 
other men, are borne unconsciously on the 
drifts of society—they are swayed by political 
considerations, by local biases, and even by 
hopes of preferment. Ia one word, they are 
men, witu common infirmities. Perhaps no 
judiciary ever better fulfitled the purposes of 
justice than ours. The decisions of the Su- 

reme Court of this State, embodied in our 
ports, are worth, we believe, ten times over 
all which was ever settled in that system of 
Roman jurispradence, which has been the ad- 
miration of centuries. But the people of this 
State have made their judiciary elective in, 
order that they may hold judges to a closer 
responsibility, Tuis provision implies that the 
people are qualified to determine both the com- 
petency of candidates for the judicial office, 
and the fidelity with which they discharge their 
duties when elected. This provision implies 
an appeal from the judges to the people on all 
qnestions—constitutional questions, of course, 
with the rest. It is impossible to evade the 
conclusion. It may be an evil that judicial 
elections are mixed with general politics. We 
feel it to be so. We wish it were otherwise. 
Bat, however that may be, the fact that judges 
are chosen by the people, is indicative of t 
sense Of the people that they are competent 
choose, and to pass judgment on the manner 
in which judicial duties have been performed. 

We hope we have guarded ourselves suffl- 
ciently against the impression, that we would 
weaken the force of judicial decisions upon con- 
stitational questions. Such decisions must 
have the force of constitutional authority so 
long as they stand. We call attention to the 
subject, because we believe that in regard to 
several points, both of the United States Con- 
stitution and the Constitution of this State, 
decisions bave been made on technical grounds 
which are adverse to the spirit and the letter 
of those Constitutions, and to the intelligent 
sense Of the people. Wedo not believe that 
constitutional opinions of lawyers or judges 
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are a bar to popular discussion, nor that doubt- 
ful precedent should be permitted to become 
venerable and hallowed law by mere sufferance. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty, and 
that vigilance must be the vigilance of the peo- 
ple themselves. The present tendencies are to 
centralization—to the increase of executive 
power in the general Government, to the abro- | 
gation of State rights—to that sort of nation- 
ality which makes free States the sport of ty- 
rants—and we shall find security and peace 
only as the people hold fast to those natural 
and inalienable rights, which were gained by 
the patriotism and the blood of our fathers.

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An Anniversary Recerd of Gall 
An Eighth 


From the late Anniversary discourse by 
Rev. J. A Benton, of Sacrameuto, which 
was published in the Union, we select the 
following passages. Of our physical re- 


sources. he gays: 


Very much has been done of late, to- 
ward setting our State right before the 
‘world in this regard. But the race of 
croakers and fault-finders is numerous, its 
jnventive and imaginative power is won- 
derfal, and its resources for complaints are 
equal to those of a dyspeptic, or an opium 
eater, in the search for glooms and hor- 
rors. This race can see very little to in- 
vite a residence here, or the expenditure 


if those engaged in these occupations had 
half of them songht other employments in 
season, there would have been fewer fail- 
ures in business. 

Social Conptrron.—Our records of crime 
have often been fearful in amount and 
blackness. We cannot deny that. But 
we do protest against being judged in the 
mass by that record. Honest, straight- 
forward people, well behaved people, are 
as safe, and as well cared for among us as 
in any country. The worst crimes exist 
within certain limits, and are confined to 
a small minority of the population. And 
noone can fail to have noticed how the 
number of duels, affrays and homicides has 
been diminishing for more than a twelve 
month. And though our social condition

land glorious ; bow the great valleys send 


up their soft winds which have many a 
winsome way and wooing manner, a melt- 
ing kiss for each icy brow, and some gen- 
tle breath for each pale, frosted face ; and 
how they thus beguile the snows away to 
their distant bomes, and there disport

No words of man should for a moment 
weigh against the sight of our eyes and 
the facts of our knowledge, And then, 
how are we with some new de- 
velopment, or some fresh discovery of 
means of wealth and sources of happiness 
almost every month | And if it were not 
for some people’s preverse habits, and 
persistent misrepresentations, it would be 
a thing uncalled for, a work of superero- 
gation, to say one word in defence of Cul- 

ornia, as one of the richest lauds in the 
world in all native equipments aud resour- 
ces; whose equal certaimly does not exist 
within our boundaries. We sball 
be untrue to ourselves and our State, if 
we for a moment allow the impression to 
be made, that in what nature has done for 
this region, she has not done it magnifi- 
cently and plentifully ; so that the expec- 
tation of ever finding another territory of 
the same extent, so finely furnished, so 
beautifully situated, and so generous in 
its returns for labor done, is altogether

Coumercs.—The influx of a large uum-

"Thia was to haue been enpected. And 


in comparison with other parts of the land, 
that we have rarely had such murders as 
that of Doctor Burdell ; nor have we ever 
had such bloody election riots as whose of 
Louisville, New Orleans and Baltimore. 
And if we dare not boast of our social 
condition, we may safely challenge to the 
proof those who are boasting themselves 
as so very much superior to us in a social 
way. 

Reticion —That we are not in a way 
to attain distinguished eminence as a re- 
ligious people, is obvious enough ; though 
as it is we have more religionsness than 
godliness ; but not more, in proportion, 
than can be found elsewhere. There are 
some of the best Christians in the world 
to be found in California ; and, I suppose 
we must admit, some of the worst. To 
employ another’s illustrations—our Chris- 
tians are like the Prophet’s figs ; the good 
are very good—the bad, very bad. To 
the steadiness, earnestness, zeal and devo- 
tion of some of our Christian people, both 
men and women, it is our pleasure to bear 
witness, who have known them long and 
woll. And we are sure, that among those 
who shall be adjadged to honor in the 
Great Day of Assize, not afew will ap- 
pear who have lived humbly and done 
righteously in California. Nor are our 
churches, in general to be reproached as 
inferior to others in all that properly be- 
longs to such bodies. They are not very 
large ; they are not very strong in wealth 
and social exaltation ; they are not pow- 
ers in a wordly sense; but they are forces 
spiritual; they are working energies ; an 
influence unseen, but felt, has gone out 
from them, pevetrating and prevading. No 
eon can tell how vast the secret influence 
has been which they have generated and 
swayed. And it would astonish thousands 
who have ed them as things insig 
nificant, if the All-Knowing were to re- 
veal to them the knowledge he has of the 
extent to which all our communities have 
felt the presence and the power of our few 
churches. That they might have effected 
more is true; for opportunities so grand 
have been rare in this world’s history; 
but it is equally true that they have done 
more than the mass of our citizens are 
aware of, until they ponder the subject. 

As to our ministers of religion, it may 


safely be asgerted that in constancy, devo- 
tion, zeal Mahoriousness, concentration and 
intense eafnéstness, they are eminent; 
while, (if you will leave me out,) for abili- 


ty, force, and success as preachers, they 
are above the average in their respective 
denominations, as known in other parts of 
our country. Let it be our prayer, how- 
ever, that their numbers and successes 
N be greatly multiplied. * * * * 

ut is not time yet to pass judgment 
upon these eight years as a whole; nor 
are we to suppose we have seen all the re- 
sults of them. There are forces that work 
out of sight, and in silence. Some proces- 
ses are slow. And, now and then, the

RIOTS IN NEW YORE CITY. 


DEATH OF HON. WILLIAM L. MARCY. 


OVERLAND MAIL, &., &c. 


The P. M. S. Golden Age, Commodore J. 
T. Watkins, arrived at her wharf this morn- 
ing about half past one o’clock. The news she 
brings is interesting and important. 

Desperate Bioopy Rrot.—Bloody 
riots have been going on in New York city. 
A conflict n on the Fourth of July in the 
“ Bloody Sixth” ward, between a gang calling 
themselves the “ Dead Rabbits,” and the 
Bowery boys, in Bayard street near Mulberry. 
Firearms were freely used, and seven persons 
killed, twenty-five or thirty wounded. In the 
Seventh and Thirteenth wards there were also 
serious affrays in which a number of persons, 
including a policeman, were badly injured. 
The next evening the fight was renewed in the 
Sixth ward, when a most dreadful conflict took 
place between two factions, and eleven persons 
were shot, many of whom are sup to be 
fatally wounded. The police did all they could 
to suppress the riots, but they were totally in 
sufficient even to protect themselves from the 
fury of the mobs, and had it not been for the 
presence of the military in the very heart of 


the rioters strongholds, there is no knowing | ins 


where the matter would have ended. A 
ber of policemen were seriously injured by the 
riot in Bayard street. Inquests were commenc- 

ed upon the bodies of the dead, but little or no 
ory had been elicited before the mails 
e 

Hon. William L. Marcy, late Secretary of 
State, was found dead in his room, at Ballston. 
on Saturday, July Ach. The cause of his death 
is not yeé determined ; he appeared to be in 
his usual good health the evening previous. 
His funeral took place at Albany, on the 8th 
of July, with great military display. 

Overtanp Mall. Rourx.— The Postmaster 
General and the President have decided upon 
the route of the overland mail to California. 
It commences at St. Louis and Memphis, thence 
to Little Rock, thence to the Rio Grande, near 
Fort Fillmore or Donna Ana, thence along the 
projected wagon road to Fort Yuma, and 
thence to San Francisco. Messrs. Butterfield 
and Company are the contractors, at the sum 
of five hundred aod nenety-five thousand dol- 
lars. This provides for the transportation of 
a mail twice a week. 

The Oourt of Appeals of New York has 
affirmed the decision of the Supreme Court in 
favor of the constitutionality of the act estab- 
lishing a Metropolitian Police. Mayor Wood 
yielded, though not cordialy, to the decision, 
aod ordered the old police force to disband. 

Watxer.—Geo. Walker, in company with 
Captain Fa „left New York on the lst 
of Jaly fur Charleston. He proceeds thence 
to Nashville, Teon., where his father resides. 
No new movement relative to Nicaragua had 
been made public. 

Tus “ Prod Ucuirs.”—Five of the persons 
engaged in the Plug Ugly election riot at 
Washington on the first of last month have 
been convicted. Two of them had fied from 
justice; the other three, were sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment and a fiue of twenty 
dollars each.

t was supposed that Haller struck the fatal 
blow, aod 1 was soon arrested, standing on 
the street near by, Mitche'l was also arrested. 

Lyle took an active part in driving the Free- 
State men out of Leavenworth last year. He 
was @ young man, and recently arrived—his 
wif: being at the time absent from the city. 

H.ller was one of those who were driven 
out, * broken up in a good business, and 
losing all his property —and it is charged 
that the murder was premediated, and perpe 
trated on account of old troubles. 

Henderson, of the Journal, addressed the ex- 
cited crowd in an inflammatory speech, and 
there was a manitest determination on the part 
ot the friends of Lyle to lynch Haller at once, 
from which they were only deterred the 
superior number of armed citizens who throng- 
ed the streets, determined at all hazards to sus- 
tain the authorities. 

A messenger was immediately sent to Judge 
Lecompte to come Over and examine the mat- 
ter; but it was openly declared, that Haller 
should be hung before sunrise. All was quiet 
in the city, at 8 r. u., but the friends of Lyle 
were endeavoring to excite a riot. The citizens 
were organized under the direction of the May- 
or, with orders that no gatherings would be 
allowed in the streets after dark 


From Mexico. 

By the Steamer last week, later news from 
Mexico was received. The country generally 
is represented as very quiet, compared with .ts 
general condition. The following extracts are 
from the Eztraordinary of July the 15th: 


Mexico has passed through the ordeal of a 
Presidential election, and we believe we have 
at length a Constitutional President. On 
Monday last the election for President of the 
Republic aud President of the Supreme Court 
came off. The ut head of the Executive 
is undoubtedly elected President of the Repu» 
lic. We are not yet provided with official re 
turns, but there can be no doubt that Senor 
Comonfort bas received a very large majority. 

For President of the supreme Court it ma 
not be 80 114 conjecture who is elected. 
So lar Senor Benito Juarez has a very large 
majority in this district, and it is more than 
likely that bis popularity will give similar ma- 
jorities in the other States. 

The Spanish Question is flagging in import- 
ance fir the want of some material to keep the 
public atiention riveted. We may now ex. 
in a few days to have more from 

adrid, and this will serve to give us a better 
notion of the fate that attends the instractions 
lately sent on to St Lafragua. On yesterday 
four crimivals were escorted through our 
streets, reported to be of the assassins of San 
Vicente. 

‘Tbe condition of the roads between here and 
Vera Crus may not be considered over safe at 
present. On the Oris aba route robberies rarely 
take place, but on the road by way of Jalapa 
the merchandize trains are not exe:npt from 
sacking. A few days since a large robbery of 
this kind was committed near Nopaluca. 

Rain has been falling liberally for the past 
few days. This will have an effect on the price 
of freights, and cause a large advance from 
previous rates. 

There is a report on the streets that two 
very heavy Capitalists of this city are about 
taking hold of the Llanos de Apam railroad. 
If the report be true, the building of a road to 
Vera Cruz will no longer be a matter of doubt. 
The names of the gentlemen we refer. to will 
give — 1 confidence to foreign capitalists 
to secure this line of road the money
